A great storm, including tornadoes and cloudbursts,

Co., loaned by Mr. Ott for 
the trip.

The men hope to get a story through, and to secure photographs. 
Local representatives of express companies heard early today th a t six 
people were killed at McGregor, and the dispatcher’s office at the B ur­ 
lington had similar information. 
However, later advices denied loss of 
life. 
Telephone communication with Lansing was restored at noon, but 
th at city had no wire to McGregor and had only wild rum ors of

storm's harvest. 
“ I t’ll take fifty men a week to clear up the railroad depot grounds 
in McGregor," said an interrupted telephone message to W aukon J u n c ­ 
tion.

Rumors of loss of life have been cleared up and it now appears 
there were no deaths, although a num ber of narrow escapes 
were

corded. 
In North McGregor, and northw ard, the Milwaukee railroad system 
suffered a loss estimated at half a million. 
It w’as an almost unprecedent­ 
edly severe rain and electric storm, accompanied by heavy wind. 
In both 
McGregor and North McGregor the property loss was heavy. 
McGregor and North McGregor, each situated in a narrow valley 
opening upon the river, are peculiarly located to feel the effects 
of 
heavy rainfalls, and for the second time in their history their destruc­ 
tion was threatened and partially accomplished by cloudbursts. 
Flood Comes With Rush 
Beginning at seven-thirty the rain poured In blinding torrents. With-1 
in an hour the freight depot and other property In the west railroad yards 
at North McGregor had been washed away and the round house had been 
undermined and partially caved in. 
For many miles the railroad tracks 
were torn up. 
Eighteen bridges are reported demolished between North McGregor 
and Beulah.

In the former case Professor Brewster charged the authorities of 
j the Tniversity of Colorado with having dropped him from the law fac- 
j ulty because he had acted as counsel for the Miners* Union before a con- 
'grcssional com m ittee and had testified before the Industrial Relations 
' Commission on the Colorado strike. 
The evidence in the case in conflict- 
j ing. 
There is direct contradiction of testim ony as to certain conversa­ 
tions. 
But the investigating comnfittee of five professors from different 
i universities cam e to the conclusion that Professor Brew ster was dropped 
Snot because of ills action in the labor troubles but because of a reorgan­ 
is a t io n of the departm ent.

I dismissal on the ground of his public activities in the labor cause, but 
that President Farrand resisted this official pressure and asserted “the 
! principle that the conscientious utterances of a university professor in

How to Make a Smart Frock 
- By May Manton 


After you have smoothed the pat­ 
tern out. pin it on the material. 
M ark 
all the perforations and the notches 
and remember that the row of tiny 
perforation* just within the edges is 
the line on which you are to baste 
and to sew. 
C ut on the outside edges 
of the pattern, for the seams are 
allowed. 
As the first step, carty the markings 
through to the under side with tailors 
tacks, then pull the two thicknesses 
apart and you will be ready to begin 
the work. 
If you are using smocking, 
the directions aready given will suf­ 
fice. 
If you have decided upon shir­ 
rings. gather at the upper edge be­ 
tween the two crosses and on 
the 
lines of perforations, then between 
these rows of gathers and for pongee it 
will be w’ell to make the rows o f shir­ 
rings one-half inch apart. 
The smocking is not at all difficult. 
It requires only a simple guide and 
pattern No. 905 is good for the pur­ 
pose. T o do it successfully one should 


the right side and take care that you 
catch each one with a back stitch to 
hrld it in place, then you can take 
out the gathering threads which you 
have put in for the basting only and 
you will find your material held to 
the exact width required without any 
ugly piece of material sewed on the 
underside. 
For the shirring 
run a 
row of tiny chain stitches over each 
line taking care 
that 
the 
stitches 
which come through to the right side 
are not visible. 
The dosing is to be made under the 
box plait, at the edge of the left front, 
therefore, you must make a finish and 
buttonholes before you lay the box 
plaits. 
To do this, turn the left edge 
under on the line of double perfora­ 
tions. 
W ork buttonholes at intervals 
for the entire length, then as the next 
step form the box plait by bringing 
the corresponding 
lines of perfora­ 
tions exactly together and as you 
baste on the lines you will include 
the front edge and make a firm lap.

with buttons and buttonholes or wdth 
ornamental buttons as you like.

over on the perforations and press. 
To make the sleeves shown in the 
picture, join the edges using the double 
seams, then cut straight strips of ma­ 
terial two and one-half inches in width 
and as long as the sleeves. 
Join ends 
and seam to lower ed^es of the sleeves 
and turn up on the right side. 
Turn 
the outer edges under for one-quarter 
of an inch, either stitch by machine 
or blind stitch as you prefer.

F T E R seeing a great many dress­ 
maker’s openings and occasions

truth than it is pleasant to think of, 
that the French designers do not put
